Master  of  Quebec,  or  trom  the  Master,  Dej)uty-Master,  or  any 
Warden  of  this  corporation,  directing  him  to  repair  on  board, 
and  take  charge  ofany  Vessel  requiring  a  Pilot,  cucb  Pilot  shall 
repair  on  hoard,  anil  take  charge  of  such  Vessel  so  requiring  a 
Pilot,  and  shall  continue  such  charge,  according  to  the  tenor  of 
such  order,  under  a  Penalty  not  ejiceediug  Ten  Pounds,  cur- 
rency, incase  of  disobedience. 

That  any  Pilot  v»'lio  shall  demand  or  receive  any  higher  or 
greater  sum  for  the  Pilotage  of  any  Ship  or  Vessel,  than  is  by 
I  <a\v  allowed,  shall  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds,

All  person  or  persons  incumbering  any  of  the  Harbours,  Bays, 
Rivers,  Creeks  or  Inlets  within  the  limits  of  the  Port  of  Quebec, 
or  ill  any  way  obstructing  the  navigation  thereof  with  stones, 
filth,  rubbish,  timber  or  spars,  to  the  injury  or  obstruction  of 
ships,  vessels  or  other  craft  going  in  or  out  of  the  same,  shall  pay 
all  damages  that  may  be  caused  to  such  ships,  vessels  or  other 
craft  by  the  causes  aforesaid,  and  shall  incur  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  current  money,  and  lor  every 
twenty-lour  hours  the  said  obstructions  are  allowed  to  remain, 
after  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  Assis- 
tant to  remove  the  same,  the  saiil  person  or  persons  shall  incut 
the  further  penalty  of  Forty  Shillings.

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*'  Ordered,  That  every  Steam  Boat,  resorting  to  any  of  the 
Wharves  in  the  Harbour  of  Quebec,  shall  be  provided  with  a 
ilrk  good  and  sudlcicnt  Sta<ire  or  Gangway,  exclusively  for  the  use 
of  the  passengers,  or  persons  coming  from  or  going  on  board 
of  such  Steam  Coats.  And  every  such  stagv.  or  gangway  shall 
be  made  of  four  inch  plank  and  be  three  feel  broad,  with 
Ridge  Ropes  on  both  sides  from  the  Boat  to  the  Wharf,  sup- 
ported by  Wood  or  Iron  Stjiunchions,  not  less  than  three  feet 
high.  And  in  dark  niglits  a  light  shall  be  placed  at  either
